One such 
system is the Intercontinental Exchange trading system, which is described in general terms at 
www.intcx.com. A copy of information found on the Internet at that URL is attached hereto as 
Exhibit A. In the course of my employment I also speak regularly with a number of traders and 
others familiar with electronic trading, both within Bloomberg, LP, and outside. I frequently 
discuss with these persons various trading systems which compete with the BLOOMBERG 
POWERMATCH® trading system, including the Intercontinental Exchange trading system. The 
Intercontinental Exchange trading system is a private system accessible only to authorized 
persons, generally subscribers. Several of the persons with whom I have discussed the 
Intercontinental Exchange trading system have authorized access to the system, and are familiar 
with its workings. 

5. Based on knowledge I have gained from my conversations with traders who use 
the Intercontinental Exchange trading system and a review of the Intercontinental Exchange 
website, I have made a rigid comparison of the Intercontinental Exchange system with the claims 
of the application herein. 

6. In my opinion based on that rigid comparison, at least claims 13 - 15, 19 - 23, 33 
- 35, and 38 - 50 of the application herein are unquestionably infringed. 

7. The Intercontinental Exchange trading system was introduced to the trading 
public well after introduction of the BLOOMBERG POWERMATCH® trading system. It is 
commonly believed, among those familiar with trading systems which compete with the
